Work 1 row. 

Shape neck as follows —

|C 19] ID 19] |E 201, turn. 

Dec. at each end of every alt. row (at armhole edge 
as before) until 9 IB 9] |C 10] ID 10] IE 11] sts. remain. 

Dec. (as before) at armhole edge only in every alt. 
row until 3 sts. remain. 
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A, B and C only — Next row — P.3. 

Next row — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

Next row— P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

[D and E only — Next row — P.1, P.2 tog. t.b.l., turn, 
K.2 tog. Fasten off.] 

All Sizes— Slip next 15 [B 17] [C 19] [D 21] [E 23] sts. 
on to stitch holder and leave. Join yarn to remaining 
sts. and work to correspond with other side, working 
‘‘K.2 tog.” in place of "slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.” and 
“P.2 tog.” in place of "P.2 tog. t.b.l.”

[E 60] stitches. 

Work 21 rows in rib as given for Back. 

22nd row— Rib 1, “Inc.”, rib 23 [B 23] [C 25] [D 26] 
IE 26], “Inc.”, rib 3, “Inc.”, rib to end. (55 [B 55] 
IC 59] [D 63] [E 63] sts.) 

Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows — 

1st row— P.1 [B P.1] [C P.3] [D P.1] [E P.1], (K.1, P.3) 
2 [B 2] [C 2] [D 3] [E 3] times, K.1, P.2, K.8, P.2,

These 24 rows form patt., noting that 9th, 15th and 
21st rows were Increase rows. 

Keeping continuity of patt., inc. at each end of 5th 
IB 3rd] IC 3rd] ID 3rd] IE 3rd] and every following 8th 
IB 6th] IC 6th] ID 6th] IE 6th] row until there are 83 
IB 77] IC 81] ID 85] IE 99] sts., IB, C and D only- 
then in every following 8th row until there are IB 87] 
IC 91] ID 95] sts.] 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
19 ins. (48 cm) (or length desired) from commence- 
ment, working last row on wrong side. 

Shape raglan as follows — 

Work rows 1 to 6 incl. as given for armhole shaping 
for Back, noting that all sizes will be worked as given 
for A, B and C only. 

Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. 8 IB 7] IC 6] ID 5] IE 4] times 
(61 IB 67] IC 73] ID 79] IE 85] sts.) 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows until 9 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

NECKBAND. 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to front and back, , 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. With 
right side facing, using set of No. 10 Needles and 
commencing at left back raglan seam, knit up 104 
IB 108] IC 116] ID 120] IE 124] sts. evenly around 
neck (including sts. from stitch holders). 

1st round—* K.1, P.1, rep. from * to end. 

Rep. 1st round 19 times. Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve 
seams. Fold neckband in half on to wrong side and 
slip-stitch in position. Press seams. 
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No. 2 — Jumper (opposite)
